"We have before us the first and longest of those five books, which we call 
Genesis, written, some think, when Moses was in Midian, for the instruction 
and comfort of his suffering brethren in Egypt: I rather think he wrote it in 
the wilderness, after he had been in the mount with God, where, probably, 
he received full and particular instructions for the writing of it. And, as he 
framed the tabernacle, so he did the more excellent and durable fabric of 
this book, exactly according to the pattern shown him in the mount, into 
which it is better to resolve the certainty of the things herein contained 
than into any tradition which possibly might be handed down from Adam to 
Methuselah, from him to Shem, from him to Abraham, and so to the family 
of Jacob. Genesis is a name borrowed from the Greek. It signifies the 
original, or generation: fitly is this book so called, for it is a history of 
originals-the creation of the world, the entrance of sin and death into it, the 
invention of arts, the rise of nations, and especially the planting of the 
church, and the state of it in its early days. It is also a history of 
generations-the generations of Adam, Noah, Abraham, etc., not endless, but 
useful genealogies. The beginning of the New Testament is called Genesis 
too (Mt. 1:1), Biblos geneseous, the book of the genesis, or generation, of 
Jesus Christ. Blessed be God for that Book which shows us our remedy, as 
this opens our wound. Lord, open our eyes, that we may see the wondrous 
things both of thy law and gospel!”!

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Genesis is divided into 5 parts: 


“Creation (Genesis 1:1 - 2:25) 

The fall and redemption (Genesis 3:1-4; 3:7). 

The Diverse Seeds, Cain and Seth, to the Flood (Genesis 4:8 - 7:24). 
The Flood to Babel (Genesis 8:1 - 11:9). 

The call of Abram to the death of Joseph (Genesis 11:10 - 50:26) 


Genesis is the title given to the first book of Moses by its Greek translators. 
The word Genesis means "origin" or "beginning”. Genesis truly is a book of 
origins, and beginnings. Genesis describes the beginning of man, the 
universe in which he lives and has been given dominion over. Genesis also 
describes the beginning of sin, the beginning of God's plan of redemption, 
and the beginning of the Hebrew nation through whom God's redemption, 
through the Messiah, was to come. 


The book of Genesis, together with the first few chapters of Exodus, 
describes the events which led to God's establishment of His theocracy with 
the people of Israel. 


There are two main themes in this book: 
e People of God 
« Promised Land 


Genesis has a clear message which is both special to Israel and universal to 
all mankind. It embraces all of mankind in every nation as it speaks of God 
as the Lord of all men in the human race. Yet, the Book of Genesis is also an 
introduction to Jewish history and it makes the universal interest less 
important to the special message about the Jewish people. The design of 
Genesis is to show how God first revealed himself to the patriarchs of the 
Hebrew race in order to make of them a people who would serve as his 
witnesses to the rest ofthe world. He led Abraham to the Promised Land 
which happened to be in the exact center of the ancient world. These two 
essential points are the inner principles of unity which persist throughout 
the entire book.”?
